The prior art of record fails to teach and/or suggest a method of producing a gas 
diffusion electrode wherein a powder mixture of a catalyst and binder are connected to 
an electrically conductive catalyst support by rolling a pair of rolls at a clamping force of 
between about 0.2 to about 15 kN/cm.
